George Krementz Taylor 


NOVEMBER 11, 1900—-NOVEMBER 14, 1942 


GeorGE was the son of the late Charles I. Taylor ’97, and lived in 
East Orange, N.J., at the time he came to Princeton. He prepared for 
college at Carteret Academy. 

After Princeton, George went to work for the Mistutaetuter’ s Trust 
Co., and stayed with them until just a few years before the war, when 
he joined the factoring firm of M. B. Fitzgibbon & Co., New York. 


He was commissioned a j.g. in the Navy, and was a member of the © 


armed guard of the merchant vessel, Scapa Flow, when she was torpedoed 
off the African Coast on November 14, 1942. 

George was married to Margaret Davis, daughter of Judge Ewen L. 
Davis, former Federal Trade Commissioner, and they lived in New 
York. His widow has since moved to Washington, D.C., where her 
address is 1612 34th St., N.W. 


Lewin Bennitt Barringer 


DECEMBER 17, 1Q00—JANUARY 24, 1943 


Lew attended Haverford School and the Phoenix (Ariz.) Junior | 
College before coming to Princeton. He rowed briefly with the freshman - 


crew, but did not have opportunity for other extra-curricular activities 
before his illness (which had necessitated prolonged stays in Arizona) 
forced him to leave Princeton. 

In 1929 he embarked upon what was to be a brilliant career in 
aviation, first securing a commercial pilot’ s certificate and subsequently 
entering the field of gliding and soaring. In 1938 he soared 212 miles 
for an American distance record, and in 1940 he established the inter- 
national two-place altitude record by soaring to 14,960 ft. Throughout 
the ’30’s he managed various airports and airlines, and was manager 
and director of the Soaring Society of America and editor of its 
magazine. His many clubs and societies included the Quiet Birdmen, 
Aero Club of Pennsylvania, and Southwest Soaring Society, and he was 
president of the last two. His pilot hours exceeded 1,800.' | 

Archeological reconnaissance was a new specialty that he took up in 
1935, and he directed the aerial surveys of Iran for the joint expedition 
of the University of Chicago and University of Pennsylvania. During 
this time he published Flight without Power, written with co-authors, 
and contributed to magazines, including the Saturday Evening Post and 


_ . Reader’s Digest. 
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In early 1941, at the personal request of General Arnold, Lew joined 
the Army Air Corps as a glider specialist, and in April 1942 he was 
commissioned a major. As chief of the glider section he was in charge of 
building and procuring gliders, establishing training programs, and 
perfecting operations, The gliders and crews that he chose were used 


in Sicily, Normandy, Burma, and in the crossing of the Rhine. He de- 


vised many new improvements in construction and tactical use of 
gliders. 

On January 24, 1943, Lew took off as a passenger in an Army plane 
en route to North Africa to act as technical adviser to the glider-borne 
invasion of Sicily which was scheduled for July and planned to be our 
first large-scale use of gliders in actual combat. The plane left San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, for Trinidad, and never arrived. . 

Lew received countless honors in recognition of his work, including 
the Army’s Evans Glider Trophy and the Distinguished Service Medal, 
the highest non-combat decoration in the Army’s gift. 

The Barringer family is one of the most completely Princetonian in the 
entire alumni body, and Lew’s close relatives included a Princeton 
father, five Princeton brothers, and a Princeton brother-in-law, 

On April 17, 1937, Lew married Helen Vreeland McEwan of Convent, 
N.J.; a daughter, Frederica Drew, was born June 29, 1938, and a son, 
Lewin B., Jr., January 9, 1940. The children, who attend Baldwin School 
and Haverford School, respectively, live with their mother, who is now 
Mrs. A. Morris Shober of Bryn Mawr, Pa. 


Albert Whitfield Hawkes 
JUNE 23, 1900—DECEMBER 17, 1943 a 


Wuirt prepared for Princeton at Montclair Academy and at Andover, ae 
and entered the University with us in 1925. Actually, he would have. 
been ready for college a year earlier, but when he completed his last 


two school years in one, his father rewarded him with a round-the-world 
trip with his sister. 

After graduation with us, Whit studied medicine at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, receiving his degree in 1935. He interned for 
a year in the Los Angeles General Hospital, and then did neurological 
work at Queen’s Square Hospital, London. In 1938-39 he was a resident 
at Cornell Medical Center, New York, and was awarded a fellowship at 
the Cornell University Medical Clinic. In the next two years he served 
as resident successively at Bellevue Clinic and the Psychiatric Institute, 
and in January 1942 he opened his own office for the practice of neuro- 
psychiatry. 
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Whit joined the 9th General Hospital Unit of New York Hospital in 
July 1942, and went overseas a year later. At the time of his death he was 
a major. Toward the end of 1943 Whit contracted scrub typhus, and on 
December 17, 1943, died on Goodenough Island in the Southwest Pacific. 
He is buried in the U.S. cemetery at Milne Bay, New Guinea. 

Whit’s father is former U.S. Senator Albert W. Hawkes of New 
Jersey. His widow, whom he married in England in 1937, is the former 
Jane White. Their two children, Frances Ann, born June 8, 1938, and 
Stephen W., born December 20, 1940, live with their mother in New York. 


Lewis Peale Elliott 


MAY 16, 1908—aAPRIL 19, 1945 


Buzz was born in Philadelphia on May 16, 1908, a descendant of 
the family of Rembrandt Peale and the other famous painters of that 


name. His parents died during his early years, and he was raised by an | 


aunt. He was a frail child, a bookworm, giving no indication of be- 
coming the rugged character we knew on the lacrosse field or the. heroic 
figure on the field of battle that his Army career revealed. He attended 
various schools and entered college from Princeton Prep School. 

His academic career at Princeton was brilliant, though he tried to keep 
the rest of us from discovering it. Buzz was the runner-up for the Class 
of 1909 Thesis Prize, and he was in Phi Beta Kappa (we are reminded 
of.a friend’s reference to his “belligerent modesty”: his non-Princeton 


friends knew nothing of his Phi Bete membership until his fiancée found — 


his PBK key among some things he left with her when going into the 
Army). If Buzz had chosen to continue as a scholar in the field of the 
fine arts, he would have gone far. But instead he shipped as a seaman 
on a tramp freighter and worked his way around the globe. 


Upon returning to New York, he took a variety of jobs before — 


settling down with the Port of New York Authority, At the time he 
entered the Army he was superintendent of the huge Inland Terminal 
at 8th Ave. and 15th St. in Manhattan. 


Buzz was a 1st lieutenant in the 601st Tank Destroyer Battalion, we 


reconnaissance force of the 3rd Division. He went the whole way—from 
Africa to Italy to France, and to Germany, where he met his death two 
weeks before his commanding officer. accepted final surrender of the 
German armies in Bavaria. | | 

His decorations included the Purple Heart with four oak-leaf clusters, 
two Silver Stars, two Bronze Stars, unit Presidential Citation, two unit 
citations for Croix de Guerre. His citations suggest more eloquently than 
anything we could write what kind of man he was. These are some 
excerpts : 
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Italy: “First Lieutenant Elliott’s personal reconnaissance led him 
over one thousand yards in plain view of the enemy, although at the time 
he was painfully wounded in the abdomen by shell fragmentation, Enemy 
artillery and mortar fires were concentrating along the entire route of 
his reconnaissance... . [He] continued for two Houle ... until ordered 
to withdraw for Wenieal treatment by his company commander.” 

France: “One of the destroyers of 1st Lieutenant Elliott’s platoon 
was hit by bazooka fire, causing it to explode and burst into flames, 
seriously wounding three crewmen and killing two others. 1st Lieutenant 
Elliott leaped Poet his destroyer, hurdled a small fence, and with enemy 
sniper and ‘burp’ pistol fire barely missing him, raced 75 yards of open 
terrain to the wounded men lying beside the TD. . . . He motioned his 
other destroyer forward and placed it so that it would act as a shield 
between the enemy fire and the wounded, and proceeded to lead them 
aboard. Then, with enemy small-arms fire still ricocheting off the sides of 
the TD, he ordered it to a place of safety, from which the wounded 
were later evacuated.” 

Also France: “When the situation was dire [he] vclunteered to lead 
a ten-man battle patrol, supported by his own tank destroyers into the 
town. Upon completing this mission, he noted a group of enemy soldiers 
setting up mortars. Showing great initiative, 1st Lieutenant Elliott 
jumped to an exposed position, and by shouting and gesturing 
pretended he was leading a strong enemy force; convinced the enemy to 
surrender themselves and their mortars to him. 1st Lieutenant Elliott 
was killed in subsequent action.” | 

Buzz left no near relatives. His will, which received wide newspaper 
publicity, left his books to Ted Baer’s children and the rest of his 
property to his fiancée, Joan Roberts of New York. The only other names 
appearing in the will are those.of Tony Sessa and Tony’s sister and 
brother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Frank DeLuca. The final paragraph of the 
will provides, we think, the most fitting and most moving close for this 
Dedication section of our Class book: 

“To my friends—of whom only Tony and Frank and Ray can be 
named as foremost—I can leave only my most sincere thanks for being 
the grand people they are. Through them, and because of them, my life 
was a full one. Consequently it was given cheerfully to help preserve 
for them, and through them, our ways of living. I thank God, honestly, 
that I was the one to pay this tab. 

Thad Oi me a drink, and God bless you all.” 
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FOREWORD 


TWENTY-FOUR years ago, in the fall of 1925, our Class entered 
Princeton and in due course, we were erased from the records, 
as undergraduates, in the spring of 1929. Those four years 
coincided with a tremendous period in our life. Lou Gehrig 
started then at first base for the Yankees and Ruth, Tilden, 
Dempsey, Hagen and Jones hit the sport headlines. It was the 
day of reading F. Scott Fitzgerald, buying plus-fours at Finch- 
ley’s, of the John Held girl cartoons, the raccoon coat, the 
Model A T*ord and the drop-kick. Lindbergh flew the Atlantic 
and you could see Joan Crawford at the Garden doing the 
Charleston in Our Dancing Daughters and Ramon Navarro 
and Francis X. Bushman flickering in the stupendous chariot- 
race scene in Ben Hur at the Arcade. Your girl wore a cloche 
hat for houseparty weekend and the song-hit was “‘Who.” 
Your wine-cellar was the bath-tub. It was.a great span. 

Since graduation we have lived in a feverish world and it 
almost seems as if our 4-year college jinx still pursued us. 
Banks were closed, the stock market collapsed, bonus armies 
marched, ‘Technocracy was peddled, the raccoon coat was sold, 
and Lou Gehrig died. To cap the Depression, we catapulted 
into World War II. Our Class respongagy and our Class was 
whittled by enemy action. 

Yes, twenty years have gone by and now undergraduates are 
addressing us as “Sir,” we take an umbrella to the Stadium if 
it’s faintly overcast, and Shirley Temple is a Mother. If ever 
we were to have a record of our activities since graduation, this 
seems the time for it. Accordingly, some months ago (last 
year) your Committee set out to gather the vital statistics and 
these are they. Read well, for this time shall not pass again. 

A great Class during a spectacular era was hurled from a 
pinnacle, only to assert its stature during a Greater War. 
Every man, in his way, has helped build a better world and the 
brief biography gives but a faint picture of the full life each 
has led. We salute the passing of the thirty-one classmates, 
including the four who died in the service of our country. ‘To 
them, this book is respectfully dedicated.

Tuer Crass or 1929 has had an excellent record over the years 
in Annual Giving and it has been the leader among our 
contemporary classes. The table below summarizes our record 
since the inception of Annual Giving.

Last year, 1947-48, we led all the insurance classes (1929 
and younger) on the basis of the Princeton University Fund 
scoring system. While the 1948-49 fiscal year will not close 
until June 30, as of April 1, 1949, we had given $14,767.41 
to Annual Giving, which is 148% of the quota assigned to our 
Class. This is the best percentage of quota of any class eradu- 
ating since 1901 and only 1900 and 1901 have higher ratings 
among all the classes. Since contributions to Annual Giving 
are unrestricted and are used in the current year for operating 
expenses, the Class of 1929 is providing the University this 
year with the equivalent of the return at 4% on $350,000. The 
generosity of the Class, therefore, represents a substantial 
“living endowment.” 

Mac Thompson was our Class Agent for six long years. He 
pioneered Annual Giving, and the record from 1940-41 through 
1945-46 spoke for itself. Huck Cochran took over from Mac | 
for the 1946-47 year, and for 1947-48 he had as his colleague 
Chet Baylis, who is currently Agent for 1929. 
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MEMOR TAL INSURANCE 


Tue Crass or 1929 can.be proud of the performance of its 
Memorial Fund at our Twentieth Reunion. At the time we 
deliver to the University cash and government bonds in excess 
of $95,000, we can see in the new Firestone Library the 
physical and durable embodiment of the loyalty and per- 
severance of the Class. Some years ago, when the University 
was assembling funds to proceed with the construction of the 
library, the Class voted almost unanimously on a proposal to 
assign the proceeds of the fund on maturity for library con- 
struction purposes. An officer of the University has advised me 
that, in his estimation, such action by the Class of ’29 (with 
other classes of the ’20’s who did likewise) “was the turning 
point of the Library building.” Our gift is prominently 
recognized by the inscription to the Class of ’29 in the main 
entrance hall to the Library. 
Thanks for this splendid performance first goes to the 218 
classmates who kept their policies of insurance in force through- 
out the years. Then to Larry Davis, the initial chairman of the 
Fund, and John McPherson who kept plugging at it through- 
out the ’30’s. Then to Mac Thompson who stimulated Class 
effort on Annual Giving, and generously arranged that pro- 
ceeds from Annual Giving could be used to the extent neces- 
sary to repay monies borrowed from the University to pay 
delinquencies on premiums to keep policies in force. As a 
result, the Fund is free of all such “short term borrowings.”

Obviously prices and wages 
go together and won’t come down if money is too cheap. Yet, if we clamp 
down on credit, fewer people will be able to build houses without govern- 
ment aid. When I get it all figured out, I'll let you know.”

GRADUATION from college was only an incident in Joe’s formal edu- 
cation. He spent the following seven years taking the various steps on 
the road to entering the practice of surgery. After Harvard Medical

As no ’29 reunion-goer needs to be told, ‘Tom is “the man behind the 
camera.”

THESE statistics were compiled for fun, and we hope that no 
earth-shaking conclusions will be drawn from them. As wil] 
be noted, they are not based on a 100% return from the lass: 
and in the case of the income figures thé return was barely 
50%. The Committee hopes, therefore, that these statistics 
will be approached with some caution. 


INCOME 


Of the approximately 600 living members of the Class/3 1.5; 
or a little over half, returned the unsigned postal setting forth 
(1) earned income (2) outside income and (3) total income, as 
estimated for 1948. 


1. Lotal Income: Vhis ranged upward from a $2,000 base. 
The greatest number fell into the $10-10,999 category. The 
median was $12-12,999. In other words, 149 or 47.3% had 
total income of less than $12,000 and 144 or 45.7% had 
total income of more than $12,999. Averages were not used 
because a few high figures would have distorted the results. 


2. Larned Income: Only 300 cards afforded information on 
this point. The lowest earned incomes were generally sup- 
plemented by some other income. ‘The greatest number had 
earned income of $7-7,999, closely followed by the next lower 
bracket, $0-6,999 and also by the higher grouping of $10- 
10,999. The median was just at $10,000. Those with less than 
$10,000 numbered 143 or 47.7% and those with $10,000, 
and more, numbered 157 or 52.3%, ; 


3. Outside Income: This was reported on 305 cards. A 
significant number, 70 or 23%, relied entirely on their earned 
income for their maintenance. An even greater number, 103 
or 33.8% had‘less than $2,000 outside income. The median 
In this income category. was somewhere under $2,000, as 173 
or 96.7% fell into the categories o and $1-1,999. Those with

There is a similar tabulation for wives and daugh- 
ters. This exhibits a sharp variation in choices of names between 
the two sexes, which may be due to the imagination of the 
female or an interest in trends. In any case, only Mary and 
Elizabeth stayed in the top flight. 

After the first six, in which there was no change, the follow- 
ing fathers’ names showed a declining popularity—Edward, 
Joseph, Frederick, Henry, Donald, Francis, Philip, Arthur, 
Frank, Benjamin, Howard and Theodore. Increased popularity 
was exhibited by Peter, David, Richard, Stephen, Michael, 
Timothy, Walter and Andrew. 7 

Decrease in popularity was noted in the case of Dorothy, 
Margaret, Helen, Marjorie, Virginia, Ruth, Mildred, Harriet, 
Doris, Gertrude, Marte and Phyllis, and to a certain extent in 
Jane, Louise, Janet and Eleanor. Increased popularity was 
shown for Susan, Barbara, Anne, Nancy, Joan, Patricia, Sandra 


and Martha.
